In th* afternoon ft special prayer-iaeet- 
iag was held to ask for tbe blessings of 
Uw Almighty God upon tbu services, 
and make it a day far tbo Bjwciei out- 
pouring of tbe Holy Spirit, Is tba 
erening the Army formed at the bar- 
racks, and marched through tba princr- 
Eal streets, headed by tho band. At the 
farket, kn&e'irillwas performed, after 
whioli tho procession marched to the 
Barracks, whera the officers and sol- 
diers took seats aa the platform. Among 
those present wore Commissioner 
Coombs, Commander-in-chief of tbo

Now 
there were corps in Sweden, Denmark, 
Switzerland, Germany, Italy, Ft&nee, 
Holland, Delgnim, Norway, England, 
Ireland, Scotland, several portions of 
Asia, and Africa, the United; States and 
Canada; .over 5,000 officers, and its 
soldiers are nathbered by thousands of 
thousands. When he looked on this 
marveilons increase he could not help 
but thank God. If there was each a 
great work done in the days of small 
things, what should be expected with 
the increased numbers, As an exam- 
ple of the necessity of organisation he 
referred to George Whitfield and John 
Wcalcy. Whitfield possessed a touch.

The Salvation Army got credit 
for running down other chuiohes, bnt 
hecotitenled tbat this was not bo, and 
in rebuttal thereof read a portion of tbo 
recruit's declaration. 

Tho declaration which all members 
of the Army were required to mako be- 
fore becoming full soldiers in the Army 
W03 read, and about 100 persons were 
sfrOrn in as members of the London 
Corps. This waa an interesting cere- 
mony, and was attended with flinch 
solemnity. 

After, the soldiers had taken tho de- 
claration, tho Commissioner aaid that 
the Salvation Army were going to an- 
swer all newspaper sleradcra which were 
heaped upon them by living Christian 
and Cod fearing lives. lie held in his 
hand an anonymous letter, asking him 
to admonish the soldiers to close their 
eyes at lime of prayer, and lecture tbe 
bandsmen for not coinplvinp w itb Lho 
regulations. He did the farmer, but 
failed to see any necessity for lecturing 
any of tbe bandsmen, who were doing 
their best for the welfare of tbe Army.
